IASTERPIECE OF THE MONTH: 

'WO JADES JADES: Jade, to the Chinese be most precious 
if materials, is to be featured in the Masterpiece 
toom for the month of December. Two magnificent 
‚arvings of the Ming Dynasty are recent additions 
‚о the Gallery's permanent collection and will be 
lisplayed se the first time. 


,ohans , those disciples of Buddha interested 
ixclusively in their own salvation, are a familiar 
subject to Gallery visitors through the large 
yottery figure of the 8th century in the main 
'hinese room. Now we have a seated Lohan, nestling 
lown in his flowing robes, created from & large 
ılece of grey-green jade by a master of the 15th 

»r 16th century. =. 


ilso of this period is the double box of white jade 
sarved in the shape of two peaches. The removable 
-ids are ornamented with those imaginary serpent- 
lragons called hydras. The peach is a popular 
symbol throughout Chinese art as it symbolizes long 
Afe, and шашы happiness and joy. 


IEDNESDAY EVENING LECTURES: 

Jecember 2 - Eugene Delacroix. The leader of 
'omantic movement; a cultured, sensitive man зе 
ıramatic, imaginative subject matter, swift and 
mpressionistic brush strokes and rich, sonorous 
‚olour were the opposite of the controlled canvases 
f the neo-classicists, David and Ingres. 
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December 9 - Gustave Courbet: the hulking 
braggart peasant who painted only what his eyes 
could see and was the leader of the Realist move- 
ment. His stress of familiar and contemporary 
subject matter 1s the basis of the theme of most 
contemporary artists. 


December 16 - Honoré, Daumier: well-known for his 
trenchant and sarcastic lithographs, he painted. 
such great canvases as the "Uprising" in which we 
see his understanding and sympathy for the little 
people of Paris. Unique in his genius, much of 
his painting is akin to Rembrandt.

Jade is a mineral composition mined or found in + 
boulders in stream beds. The Chinese admiring its 
hard lustrous surface, its sometimes soft. - some; 1 
times brilliant - colour, have attributed ‘magic: : 
properties to it and sought its use in ritual. land 
as personal decoration. Today we usually think’ 
of jade as being green. However, it occurs in 
many colours and in this collection one may see 
"snow white, kingfisher green, beeswax yellow, 
cinnabar red, ink black,” both singly and in 
combination. i Sog 


Agate, quartz, coral and other Nerd stones will 
also be exhibited, together with a bril1i%r t group 
of 18th century glass jewelry. Mrs. Hussey, who 
formerly lived in Kansas City, assembled. ‘this col- 
lection during many years residence in China and 
succeeded in bringing it to America with ‘her when 
she left л in .

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English Pottery: ‚The ara Galley will be 
installed with: the second group in a chrono- 
logitak survey: of the Burnap Collection of Eng- * 
lish potterles. Among the most delightful pro- 
ducts of all the history of English pottery mak- 
ing are.the charming little figurines made by the 
Astburys, father and son, and Thomas Whieldon. 
These brightly glazed little musicians, fashion- 
able ladies and dashing horsemen, with their bead; 
black eyes, dye highly prized by collectors. 
Particularly sought after are the "Arbour Groups", 
of whigh the Burnap Collection contains ап extra- 
ordine 11y fine. example.
